WOMAN MAKES CONFESSION 


Couple Thdnght to Hav« a B»d Rec- 


ord as Badger Workers and Dla- 
noad Baatoben—Police Discover 
Much Stolon Property ^ 


Boston, Aug. 12.—Tlie police have un- 


der arrest for tbe Chicago officers two 
alleged expert "badger -workers," and 
tiie evidence accumulated siu& Satur- 
day, together with tbe confession the 
woman is said to have made, makes it 
appear that the piisouers are more than 
ordinarily adroit in crime.

parts of her clothing were found many 
pawntickets for diamonds, pawned in 
New York city, Buffalo, phicago and 
Cleveland. 
On searching the room 


which the couple occupied, Jewelry and 
other articles were found, obtained, it 
Is believed, both by pocket picking and 
breaking and entering. In fact the po- 
lice hope to get "a 'ntitaber of cases 
against the prisoners for these offenses. 


The arrest of tbe couple came about 


by accident, tbe woman being taken a 
few nights ago <for nigbtwalking. She 
was fined in court, and, appealing,, was 
sent down the harbor to Deer island, in 
default of bail. 
Her husband busied 


himself in securing cash bail, and on 
Saturday gotthe necessary amount to se- 
cure her release, coming to the city from 
the island with her. 


After the woman's arrest, Chief In- 


spector Watts -was notified from Chi- 
cago that two -"badger -workers" and 
diamond "snatcbers" had come east 
and were thought to be in Boston. The 
description furnished seemed to fit the 
woman, but the officers were not cer- 
tain about the man.

and the woman stepped off the Deer isl- 
and boat Saturday afternoon they were 
escorted to police headquarters, and 
given a chance to tell their history. 
The story both told was a smooth one, 
but when the -woman was confronted 
with the Bertillion measurements and 
pictures taken of her in St Louis, May 
2f», 1897, when arrested for larceny, she 
admitted that her part of the story was 
wrong. 
The couple were accordingly 


locked up for a hearing. 
The police 


say that four pawntickets obtained

A gold watch, with the

articles yet to be claimed. Pentony, on 
seeing the case against him, admitted 
having been arrested at different times 
In New York aud Chicago, and at the 
former place an Indictment is held 
against him.

The police have found goods valued at 


hundreds of dollars which they think 
the couple stole. There arc silk dresses, 
seal skin garments, table ware and 
linen, and other articles such as would 
be picked up by thieves in frequenting 
first-class hotels.

SHOWED LAOK OF COURTESY 


Which Should Characterize an Offi- 


cer of the Navy—Chandler Refers to 


! tbe "Greatest Self-Coufesbeil and 


Sell-Recorded Naval Hero" of '08 


Washington, Aug. 12.—The navy de- 


partment has acted upon the complaint 
made by William R Chandler against 
Bear Admiral liobley D. Evans. It has 
reprimanded the admiral, and the fol- 
lowing letter has beea addressed to him: 


"The Hon. William B!. Chandler, pres- 


ident of tho Spanish treaty claim.-, com- 
mission, lately a senator,of the T'nited 
States, and formerly secretary of the 
navy, has complained to the depart- 
ment, a<s you are aware, of certain 
strictures upon himself in your book 
entitled 'A Sailor's Log.' 


"The strictures in question are in the 


nature of aspersions upon the omciai 
conduct of the then (1884) secretary of 
the navy. 


"The text of your book it is not neces- 


sary here to recite. 
Nor it is needful 


to ask. of you an explanation why you 
felt yourself justified 
in publishing 


what you have. 
It is obvious to any 


reader that you speak offensively of 
Secretary Chandler's action; that you 
impugn his motives and 
otherwise 


traduce him tn respect to orders given 
you by the secretary in the discharge 
of duties of his oflice. 


"You are informed that this deliberate 


publication of yours has justly incurred 
the displeasure of the department. -For 
an officer thus to attack a former head 
of the navy department because of or- 
ders given to him by that official, is to 
abandon the courtesy that should al- 
ways characterize an officer 
of the 


United States navy. 
If tolerated, it 


would unquestionably prove subversive 
of; discipline. 
It would tend to bnug 


the office Itself into disrepute. 
The act 


is the more reprehensible, m this in- 
stance, because of your long experience 
in the service. 


"It has become my duty, therefore, to 


censure you for this breach of the obli- 
gation imposed upon you as a commis- 
sioned officer of the United States navy, 
which I accordingly do. 


"A copy of this letter wi31 be furnished 


to the Hon. William E. Chandler." 


Former Secretary Chandler was noti- 


fied of the action of the department in 
the following letter: 


"Reterring to recent correspondence 


upon the subject of alleged strictures 
made by Hear Admiral 
Eobley D. 


Evans-upou. the conduct aad motives 
of the secretary of tho navy in 1SS4, 
published in his book entitled 'A Sailor's 
Log,' I have the honor to inform you 
that the department regards this action 
of Admiral Evans as deserving of re- 
proof. 


"Accordingly, the department has 


censured that officer, -as will appear 
from a copy of a letter to liiui of (Has 
date, herewith enclosed." 


Admiral Evans 
has acknowledged! 


under date of A tig. 10,1901, his receipt 
of the letter of Acting Secretary Hac-k- 
ett. 


It is ttr understanding at the navy de- 


partment that the action taken closes 
the incident. 
This is certainly so, so 


far as the department is concerned, and 
if anything further is done it will have 
to be on the initiative of Admiral 
Evans, in asking for a court of in- 
quiry, or of Mr. Chandler. 


Tlio right of the navy department to 


administer a reprimand without wait- 
ing for the finding of a court lias been 
in question at times, but it is said the 
precedents leave no doubt that this 
right exists. 


Chandler's Sarcasm 


Boston. Aug. 12.—Now that the action 


of the navy department in the Chandler- 
Evans controversy has been made pub- 
lic, Mr. Chandler has given out a copy 
of his letter, under date of July ]5, 
calling the navy department's atten- 
tion to Hear Admiral ilvans' statements 
in his book. 
The letter is of consider- 


able length, and Mr. Chandler gives in 
detail an explanation of many tilings 
criticized by Evans, after calling the 
department's attention to tlie alleged 
inaccuracies. 
The letter concludes as 


follows:

A Determining Factor in Nation's De. 


velopmenf. 
Address by Dr. 


Osborne 


Rev. Dr. A. C. Osborne, .a former 


pastor of the Baptist church in this 
city, and new piesident of Benedict 
college in Columbia, S. C., occupied 
the pulpit of the Baptist 
church at 


both services yesterday. In the eve- 
ning Dr. Osborne delivered ay es- 
p£-ciully interesting and timely ad>- 
dress on "The influence of the negro 
on our national life," From yoars of 
study and investigation 
into 
these 


matters ho is exceptionally well quali- 
fied to speak of the forqfe for goou or 
evil which tho immense colored popu- 
lation of the country can exert, 


Beginning with what ho called the 


acceptod 'ruth of the world's history 
that society takes its form and has 
its laws and government from the low- 
est 
grade of society. 
Dr. Osborne 


showed 
how our 
national life has 


taken its tendency and is continuing 
to do so from the presence of tho no- 
gro in the United States. The influence 
of tho negro on the political life of the 
country becomes apparent in the ac- 
tion of the Philadelphia convention 
which met to frame the constitution 
•\\hen s. concession was made to the 
southern delegates in regard to the 
apportionment of representatives to 
the population that an apportionment 
of three-fifths of the slave population 
be provided in addition to the appor- 
tionments among the whites who were 
less numerous in the south than in 
the north. 
This gave the south in 


reality a greater voting power than 
the north and made it possible for 13 
out of the first 20 presidential elections 
to bo won by the South's candidates 
Since the changes by the civil war 
state constitutions have been changed 
;n many states and conventions are 
now being held in two states for the 
avowed purpose of throwing out the 
negro-vote by state constitutions, even 
although he is given the franchise by 
the national constitution. The negro's 
presence directs and is the cause of 
such action. 
Continuing, I\". 
Oa- 


borne showed how the negro and the 
civil war affected religious denomina- 
tions. 
To day 
the 
northern and 


southern Baptists have separate ec- 
ciesiiustical o'rg'jn'za'jions, as is the 
case with the Methodist and Presby- 
terian churches, all divisions being en- 
tirely distinct in their operations. The 
division of the whites and blacks into 
sepsa-ate churches in the south today 
results similarly from the civil war, 
as before it both worshipped together, 
schools for white and black have a 
division line similar to the churches." 


Dr. Osborne told of the history of 


the United States in regard to the ac- 
quisition of Texas, New Mexico, Arizo 
na, and California to show that these 
were admitted for the 
PX*'"T= 
:O-I i* 


Slave territory and led to the great 
war. Now there are many Juteru:iLOs 
from the conditions before the war. In 
the old state there was no family life 
under the law, consequently morality 
and virtue were unknown. Since the 
emancipation a 
different 
character 


had 
been 
developed. 
Emancipa- 


tion 
did 
not 
correct 
immor- 


ality, said Dr. Osborne, and the .pub- 
lic schools do not teuch .morality but 
the mission schools established by the 
Baptist, Methodist, Presbyterian, Con- 
gregational and Episcopal denomina- 
tions have supplied the want. 


"Wonderful work has been accom- 


plished by the men and women taught 
in these schools and there has been a 
great uplifting among the colored peo- 
ple. Today they are in a. condition of 
general prosperity and should not be 
judged as a whole by the rare out- 
breaks of crime. 


Dr. Osborne closed with the summing 


up that our policy and history have 
been determined by the negro and it is 
our work to lift him up and fit him for 
citizenship and useful service.

AT WORK JOMORROW 


Hoosac Valley Company to 


in Its Cheshire Ex- 
tension at Once 


WANTS 100 LOCAL MEN 


To Whom Preference Will Be Given 


in Building the Line, To Start 


Work in Cheshire and 


Come North 


The Hoosac Valley street 
railway 


will bogln the work of building its ex- 
tension from Adams to Cheshire to. 
morrow morning, and from this time 
on the northern connection of 
the 


through county route will be rapidly 
pushed to completion. President Rich 
mond of the road today said that the 
work would be moved as rapidly as 
possible, but he would not attempt to 
set any day for its completion. The 
probabilities are, however, that the 
people of Cheshire will be able to ride 
by trolley to this city long before they 
are able to go to Pittsfield. 


The company will do the work itself 


and are anxious to put 100 men at 
work at once. Preference will be 
given to residents of Cheshire, Adams 
and North Adams in doing the work, 
and the company hopes to be able ta 
secure enough local help so that no 
one will have to be brought in from 
outside. 


Work will be begun at the Cheshire 


end of the line, and rails laid north- 
ward. The rails and all material for 
the road has been on haiid for some 
time, so that there should be no delay 
on this score. 


There is about a mile of the road in 


Cheshire 
which 
can 
be 
built 


without reference to the permission of 
the state highway commission. The 
commission will act this week, it is 
believed, c-n the rest of the route, 
which the commission's engineer in- 
spected last week, as was reported, so 
that no further delay is expected here 


With this work started, the build- 


ing of the three lines which will con- 
nect this city and Pittsfleld will be in 
progress. Both the Pittsfleld and Berk 
shire companies are rushing their lines 
toward Cheshire, where both will meet 
the Hoosac Valley road. 


The Berkshire 
street 
railroad 
is 


pushing its work as fast as possible, 
and has 175 Italians in shanties at 
Berkshire village and near Farnum's.

Rougb Trip If Exgcctedi In the In- 


dltut Ocean For Gieantto Structure 
Purchased Prom Spain—Coavoy to 
Be a Complete Htteblae Shop to 
Keep Pack-!• .Repair. 
The United States government will 


soon begin tke most stupendous task 
of towing- tiafcvyWas ever undertaken, 
says a Washington dispatch to the St. 
Louis Republic. It will try to tow the 
mammoth floating drydock recently 
purchased from the Spanish govern- 
ment and which has been hi Havana 
harbor since before tbe Spanish war 
to the Philippine Islands for the pur- 
pose of docking American naval ves- 
sels lii Asiatic waters. 


The distance to be traveled is nearly 


12,000 miles, and a fair estimate of tbe 
time required for the trip would be 100 
days. The route over which the dock 
will be towed leads first to the Canary 
islands, a distance of 3,100 miles, and 
thence to Gibraltar, 700 miles farther 
on. Through the Mediterranean sea 
to Port Said, at the entrance to the 
Suez canal, la 1,920 miles, and to Aden 
is an additional 1,310 miles. Colombo 
is the next point on the route, 2,130 
miles away,-and to Singapore, the last 
station before reaching Manila, is 1,270 
miles. The last run, from Singapore to 
Manila, will fce 1,386 miles, making an 
actual total of 11,816 nautical miles. 


To drag this ponderous steel struc- 


ture will require the combined efforts 
of four towing ships, and it is probable 
that two colliers and two ocean going 
tugs, -will be used. The most elaborate 
and up to, date towing appliances 
known will be required to prevent the 
snapping jdt cables and the possible 
loss of the big dock. Cables of manila 
rope 12 inches in circumference will 
be used and will be fastened to the 
tow by bridles made of powerful 
chains. 


On the towing ships the lines will be 


rigged to the new towing engine, which 
provides for the taking up of slack 
rope caused by tbe ship or tow falling 
into the seas. Without this apparatus 
such a feat as the one proposed would 
be an impossibility, as there is DO cable 
made of sufficient strength to with- 
stand tbe strain of so great a weight hi 
heavy weather, and even should the 
cable resist the violent Jerking caused 
by the waves it is more than likely 
that no anchorage on the vessel would 
be strong enough to hold the cable. 


Tbe reason for this determination on 


the part of the government to send the 
dock to Manila, is the difficulty encoun- 
tered at present In securing docking 
facilities for overhauling our naval ves- 
sels in the Philippines. The only docks 
available are those in Japan and at 
Hongkong, and as we now have a large 
number of warships and transports in 
the east, each of which requires dock- 
Ing at least once in eight months, there 
have been times when the docks were 
not to be had. To build a new dock at 
Cavite or Manila would be a matter of 
three years, and in that time the dock- 
age fees alone would amount to nearly 
enough to pay for a new structure. 


It Is In tho Indian ocean that the 


greatest difficulty will be encountered, 
for there the voyagers are sure to meet 
with the ever present storms, and those

Dr. v Thomas G. Gentry in his book, 


"Intelligence In Plants and Animals," 
published by Doubleday, Page & Co., 
leaves no reason for doubt as to his posi- 
tion i» the controversy over the immor- 


• tality of animals. He says frankly: 


I claim not (or the lower animale the elightett 


equality with man. What I claim lor them is a 
higher status in creation than is generally at- 
tributed to them. I cUun for them a future life 
where they will receive a just compensation for 
the Bufferings which so rnrny of them hare to un- 
dergo in this world. Most of the cruelties which 
arc perpetrated upoa animal:- are due to the habit 
which man lias, in his exalted opinion of self, of 
considering; them as mere automata, without sus- 
ceptibilities, without reason and without the ca- 
pacity of a future. * * * Not alone tin we of the 
upper walks oi being trade the possessors of the 
inner life, but ill nature shares it in common 
with us, and love is its expression and tbe. method 
of ita action. 


What ore the characteristics of man 


which justify, which Indeed compel, be- 
lief ia bis immortality? First, his mind, 
Intelligence, spirit—call it what you will. 
But does moo alone possess this precious, 
tais iadestractible, spirit? The author 
emphatically rejects the theory. He as- 
serts tbut the proofs of tbe spirit are to 
'be sees in intelligence and in the affec- 
tions, that-animals possess both and that 
even planta show signs of the former. 


Through the darkness of the earth the 


slender radicles of plants make their 
way. 
A stone impedes thsir progress; 


they turn to right or left before touching 
it, follow its outline round in an 'almost 
parallel course, but never touching. If a 
worm, burrow or some chink in the 
ground a few inches away offers a path 
which need not be forced, the radicle 
turns abruptly and seeks it out. 
How 


does this rootlet at once sense and avoid 
the stone? How conjecture the neigh- 
boring but invisible crevice? 


There are flesh eating plants, the dro- 


sera or sundews. Dr. Gentry says of 
them: "That these piants manifest a 
comparatively high order of consciousness 
there c§n be no question. Try them with 
insects or rare bits of meat as articles 
of diet and in a few hours the leaves will 
have folded around the food and com- 
menced their curious process of assimila- 
tion. Mineral substances, such as bits of 
chalk, magnesia and small pebbles, have 
no such effect. They seem to ignore theso 
things just as an intelligent animal would 
if they were placed by its side." 


Certain minute plants have the power 


of locomotion. They will abandon an arid 
spot and creep toward moisture. If a 
poisonous fluid be placed in their path, 
they will avoid it; if a nourishing sub- 
stance be placed at one side, they will 
wander toward it. Other plants change 
the-position of their branches or leaves is 
meet or to avoid the sun. Consciousness, 
then, dearly appears in plant life. "It is 
to plants," says the author, "what mind 
is to roan and animals, controlling their 
actions when such are for their well being 
and good. If mind persists in a future 
state, then consciousness, which may be 
considered as mind in plants, must also 
persist, for it is not likely that the source 
of all consciousness, which we worship 
as God. could be unmindful ot the least 
of his children." 


And animals? Among them, we do not 


have to seek painstakingly for evidences 
of consciousness. All hare that, all have 
intelligence in greater or less degree, 
many have reasoning power, e6me have 
the qualities which we are accustomed to 
regard as purely human—affection, unself- 
ishness, generosity, magnanimity. Memory 
is a quality so general in animals that it 
Is needless to recount here instances. 
Generosity is often sHown by birds which 
feed the offspring of others that have 
been slain. The author cites several cases 
where the fledgelings and their sponsors 
were of different varieties. Magnanimity. 
Who hasn't seen a big dog gently set 
aside a snarling terner which he might 
annihilate with a grip of the jaw il.be 
would ? Sometimes it is shown by brutes 
to less magnanimous men. 


So, too, of the less admirable qualities 


of man—qualities which nevertheless pre- 
suppose possession of a mind. The ani- 
mals have most of them. Malice, pride, 
jealousy, anger, revenge? have all their ex- 
emplifications in the life of dumb brutes. 
If they have souls to be saved, perchamce 
they have sins to be expiated as well.

and of immense displacement, there 
are nevertheless waves big enough to 
topple It over, and even should this not 
happen tbe continual pounding of tbe 
seas might start an opening In one of 
tbe many joints. If tbe bole wfl» of 
any considerable size, the tremendous 
capacity of the dock's pomps would not 
euJQce to keep It afloat, and once it 
etSrted toward tbe bottom Uncle Sara 
would have to continue docking at 
Hongkong. 


When this mass of steel starts for tho 


Philippines, the convoy that accompa- 
nies It will be a floating machine shop, 
ready at a moment's notice to repair 
damages both to tbe tow and tbe tow- 
ers. Extra cables without number will 
be carried, and should one of tbe boats 
break down en route the repairs will 
be made without stopping.

leaving Havana tbe dock will be thor- 
oughly overhauled, and It Is estimated 
that $100,000 will be required for the

nize its beauty:

Ibout by the prcicrifeed scheme of divinity, he 
•ppcarcd upon Hie earth, he was given control of

This is in session in Chicago and is 
attended by 90 women and 2 men.

er of tbe fad. "One little girl," ehe 
eays, "sold several of her baskets at 
50 cents apiece and took orders for a 
number more. She brought $9 home to 
her mother, a hard working washerwo- 
man, and perhaps yon can imagine the 
little thing's Joy and prftle."

WIND CAVE IMPROVEMENTS. 


Greet Jf«t»rml Wonder to Be • Gov- 


ernment Recervatlon. 


The secretary of tbe Interior has or- 


dered a survey made-.of all tbe rooms 
In Wind cave, which Is one Qf tbe great 
curiosities of the west, says a dispatch 
from Deadwood to the St Louis Post- 
Dispatch. The ground covering the 
cave is also to be held up from loca- 
tion, amounting to about two and a 
half sections. The government intends 
to throw open this care to the world as 
a park. Electric lights are to be placed 
in all the chambers and passageways, 
and an elevator will be built for tbe 
steep places and for the outside en- 
trance. 


Wind cave has been In a controversy 


for a number of years. The location 
was claimed by two different parties, 
one as a homestead and tbe other as a 
mineral location. The secretary of the 
interior took the matter up finally and 
decided that neither party should have 
a valid claim to tbe ground or to the 
cave, and a decision was made that 
placed the great wonder in tbe hands 
of the government 


The cave was first discovered by a 


cowboy in 1884. While riding through 
a small gulch be noticed a very strong 
rush of wind through a b^le in the 
ground. He investigated and found 
that there was a chamber of consider- 
able size near tbe surface. Each year 
since that time the development of tbe 
cave has been progressing until at the 
present time there are over 100 miles 
of passageways, 3,000 chambers and 
eight different levels. 


The cave is but ten miles from Hot 


Springs, a famous resort, and thou- 
sands of tourists visit it every season. 
Hereafter it will be in the hands of tbe 
government and guides will be furnish- 
ed free of charge. All the different lev- 
els .will be mapped out and diagrams 
furnished of the chambers and pas- 
sageways. 


NEW ROCKEFELLER ESTATE 


Oil Klaa- to Build » Mamlneent CM- 


tle For Hl» Son. 


Tobn D. Rockefeller of the Standard 


Oil company, having secured in many 
separate purchases about 2,000 acres of 
land in Westchester county, is about to 
begin the erection of a home for the 
use of bis son, John D. Rockefeller, Jr., 
says tbe New York Post The estimat- 
ed cost of the house will be $1,000.000. 
It will be built of granite and marble 
and modeled, it is said, after a castle 
in tbe northern part of England. 


Already work is far advanced upon a 


great stable for the estate to cost when 
completed about 9250,000. This is to 
'house a string of valuable cobs and 
coach horses that young Mr. Rockefel- 
ler is soon to bring back to this country 
from England. Tbe new Rockefeller 
bouse will be set in the midst of tbe 
2,000 acre tract, embracing many of 
the bills along tbe Hudson and also 
overlooking Sleepy Hollow, made fa- 
mous by Washington Irving. Tbe vil- 
lage of Pocantico Hills lies within this 
tract, but eventually it will disappear 
to make way for the improvements Mr. 
Rockefeller is projecting. 


Tbe estate will contain a great game 


and fish preserve, an artificial lake, 
waterfalls, gardens and many miles of 
fine roadway and will form one of tn» 
largest estates alonj tbe Hudson.

PEELING A SHRIMP. 


§ever«I W«y» of Doing It, but It IB 


Really «. Matter of Practice. 


"While in one of the restaurants one 


day," remarked a rotund, good natnred 
fellow yesterday, "I heard a stranger ask 
one of the waiters a question that at- 
tracted my attention because I have often 
pondered over the same weighty problem. 
'Which is the best way to peel a shrimp?' 
asked the stranger, and the waiter pro- 
ceeded to drawl out a long explanation 
.which amounted, after all, to the quint- 
essence of equivocation which Dickens 
put into the mouth of one of his charac- 
ters—'still, at the same time, to a certain 
extent and as far as it goes, of course.' 
Bealiy this problem of the best method 
of peeling a shrimp is very important to 
the man who is fond of tickling his pal- 
ate with these brown dainties.' Fashion 
has practically given the question over to 
individual taste and simply calls on every 
fellow to do the best he can under the 
circumstances. 


"The nicer properties usually observed 


by the well bred man or woman at the 
table cannot be respected when one sails 
into a dainty dish of shrimp, and hence 
even the ultra fashionables are extremely 
liberal in the matter, allowing each fellow 
to use his own judgment. So there are 
ways and ways of shucking a shrimp, if 
I may use a corncrib expression. Ask 
one friend and he will tell yon that the 
quickest and best way is to begin at the 
head and work your way gradually, 
around the circle to the point of begin- 
ning. Ask another friend and he will 
probably tell you to pinch off the tip of 
the tail first, remove a few of the short 
claws, and then rip the monster up the 
back, as the saying goes, until the head 
is reached, an4 then pull off the two side 
scales that protect the gills—if shrimp 
have gills—and there you are. He is then 
skinned from the tip of his tail to hia 
dark brown eyes.' One may then pounce 
upon him without further 'delay. 


"Still another friend will insist that the 


bead should be pinched off first. This, 
it is contended, will produce a sort of re- 
laxation in the compactness and rigidity 
of the vertebrae, loosening the cemented 
joints, as it were, and leaving the lower 
part of the body practically unattached 
to the thin shell which incases the meaty 
and eatable part of the shrimp. 
But 


other men who are equally as well versed 
in the anatomy of the shrimp insist that 
just the reverse is true, and that pinching 
the head off first produces a certain mus- 
cular rigidity which greatly delays the 
peeling process anil makes the task more 
difficult. •• 


"So there are many ways of peeling a 


shrimp, and the fellow described in the 
old saw who was so stingy that he would 
'skin a flea for its hide and tallow* was 
confronted by oo more difficult undertak- 
ing than the average man who sits down 
with a dish of river shrimp before him. 
For the benefit of tbo*« who are not ec- 
customed to handling shrimp at the table 
and who rarely have tn opportunity to 
enjoy this delicacy I vould suggest that 
in the first place they remove the thingo- 
mado, then pinch off the dofunnya, slit- 
the whatyoumavcallit, and pull it off, and 
then yon have th« whole capoedle. But 
really peeling shrimp is a matter of prac- 
tice, and every fellow does it in bis own 
way after all."—-N«w Orleans Times- 
Democrat.

recent order issued to 


game wardens by the state nsh and 
game commission, in regard to Sun- 
day fishing. There was some doubt 
about the order -as issued, and Chair- 
man Collins has therefore issued an 
explanation of it, which wiH interest 
all fishermen, and which is given be- 
low. 
low. 
It shows that Sunday fishing is 


found to be not contrary tothe fish 
laws, and that therefore the fish war- 
dons cannot stop it. 


It is, however, against the Sunday 


laws, and may therefore be stopped by 
town officers like any criminal pro- 
ceeding. 
It is doubtful, however, if 


any attempt is made to stop it on this 
ground. Fishermen should bear in 
mind, ho>vev}?r, that the trout law 
goes on September 1, so that there re- 
mains only two more Sundays when 
trout fishing will be allowed this year. 


Sunday hunting, on the other hand, 


is made a part of the game laws, so 
that it-will be stopped as formerly by 
the game wardens. Chairman. Collins' 
statement is as follows: 


Recently much that is misleading 


and inaccurate has appeared in the 
press regarding the order relating to 
the enforcement of the Sunday fishing 
la\v issued by the commissioner on 
inland fisheries and game. 


As a result of this there is apparent 


ly a misapprehension on thff part of- 
the public of the proper relation of 
the flsh and game commission to the 
law referred to, and its right or duty 
to enforce,it. For this reason it seems 
desirable and timely that the public 
should be correctly informed regarding 
the matter: 


Section 1, chapter 91, of the public 


statutes, provides that "all laws re- 
lating to the culture, preservation, cap 
ture, or passage of fish shall be known 
as the laws relating to inJand fisher- 
ies," and section 3 of the same chap- 
ter provides, among.other things, that 
"each of the commissioners may per- 
sonally or by deputy enforce all laws 
regulating inland fisheries." 


These provisions of law have here- 


tofore been deemed sufficient warrant 
by the commissioners to conclude that

This pay of $65 a year amounts to a 


little more than $1 an alarm the average 
nupmber of alarms of late years in the 
city having been between 50 and 60. 
Some of the men lose pay in the places 
where they work for the time they 
lose during a daytime -alarm, while 
the wear and tear on clothing is con- 
siderable. On these grounds as well as 
on account of the liability to danger 
involved the men feel that they are 
entitled to a little more than they are 
receiving. 


With 42 men in the three hose and 


one. hook and ladder companies, an in- 
creas from $65 to $1000 a year would 
mean an expenditure of about $1500 by 
the city.. The increase .asked for by 
the officers is to be a little more. 


The argument in favor of graded in 


creases by the officers of the companies 
is believed to be strong, and is ad- 
vocated by the chief of the department 
The first assistant engineer is called 
on to take the place of the chief when 
the latter is ill or out of the city, and 
the responsibility for all the officers is 
greater than that of the call men in 
proportion to the rank of the Cffice. 


Last year the volunteers o" hose 4, 


who are not paid call men, asked for 
pay of $50 a year, but this was re- 
fused.

only their right, but that it was in- 
cumbent upon them, to enforce the 
law. As a consequence, the law has 
been as vigorously enforced as any 
fish and game 
law on the statute 


books .until it was considered neces- 
sary to take other action. 


But recent ruling of-the lower courts, 


backed by a decision of tlie attorney 
general of the commonwealth, estab- 
lishes beyond question the fact that 
the statute prohibiting Sunday fishing 
"is not ,a 'law relating to inland fish- 
eries,' " and that the enforcement of 
this act (P. S. chapter 98, section 11) 
is no more the duty of one of 
our 


deputies "than the enforcement of an- 
other section of the same act-found in 
P. S., chapter 88, section 10: 'Whoever 
on the Lord's day discharges any fire- 
arms for sport 
i _ . 
. 
. 
shall be 


punished by a fine not exceeding $10.' " 
A later statute (chapter 116, acts of 
1899) 
gives the commission full author 


ity to prevent hunting on the Lord's 
day, and this will be enforced, but this 
law gives no power to the board so far 
as Sunday fishing is concerned. 


The fish and game commission has 


no choice but to act in accordance witl 
law; as interpreted by the courts and. 
the highest official legal authority .in 
the state, nor has it any purpose other 
than to abide by such decisions. Its 
authority for the enforcement of law 
being definitely limited 
to fish and 


game laws, and the recent rulings and 
decisions having established-, the fact 
that the law relating to Sunday fish- 
ing tg "An act for the better observ- 
ance of the Lord's day," and not a 
fish law; it was manifestly our duty 
to instruct our deputies not to ln- 
force a law which we have no right to 
enforce. To ignore court rulings and 
the decision of the highest legal author 
ity in the state would be manifestly 
an error, to call it by no harsher name, 
consequently the action taken by the 
commission is in 
strict compliance 


with law, and the wild tales that it 
has attempted to "fit aside or repeal" 
the laws ot the commonwealth are too 
absurd to merit notice. 


"LADY DRUNKS" TABOOED 


Pitisfield Saloons Ordered to Stop 


Selling Liquor to Women 


Hereafter feminine coses of intoxii- 


cation ,or "lady drunks" as they are 
called ,are to be eliminated from Pitts- 
field. Things have come to such a 
pass in the county seat that the license 
commissioners of the town have been 
compelled to issue an order that from 
this time on the saloons shall refuse 
to .sell liquor to women. When a wo- 
man enters a saloon with a tin pail 
wrapped in a largo piece of paper, and 
calls for a growler, the .bartender is 
to supply her demands only when he 
is satisfied that she wants It for her 
husband at home. But the town is 
determined to put a stop to the reck- 
less habit of intoxication among its 
feminine' 
population ,and therefore 


women can no longer drink in the4 sa-, 
loons. 


Another new rule has been passed by 


the Plttsfield license commissioners. It 
Is that hereafter tho proprietors 
of 


bartenders will not be allowed to en- 
tor their place of business on Sunday 
or holiday tor any purpose. When the 
saloon is closed on Saturday night or 
the night before a holiday, it !r>ust re 
main closed all of the next day. Those 
dealers who have been accustomed to 
burning lights in their places during 
the evenings that they are closed, will 
have to let them burn from the time 
•of closing on Saturday night to Mon- 
day morning. 


In case the saloon catches fire it Is 


understood that the proprietor will be 
allowed to enter only after the place 
Is completely burned out and he has 
secured a, written permit from 
the 


chief of the fire department.
